In the North there are the desert Arabs, the 
Bishareen — a totally distinct race—and the 
Nabians and Barabra, whose origin and ethnic 
affinities are so little known that while some 
authorities assert that they are distant kinamen 
of the lightooloared Foula or Falbe of the Niger, 
others, among them the German Ranke, group 
them,as far as their physical characteristics go, 
with the “Dravidian” (Tamil-speaking) races 
of Southern India, In the East are Arabs, 
Hadendowa (who are Beja speakers among 
themselves, akin to the Bishareen on one side 
and the Danakil and Somali on the other) 
= there “are a multitude of little known 

— Abyssinian, Arab, Bishareen, and 
ees interbred and mixed, who dwell along 
the Abyssinian frontier between Kassala and 
the Bloe Nile. Kordofan contains Arabs, 
Negroes, and Nubians, and to the South 
there are Negro tribes of every shade, from the 
pale-faced Berta to the jet-black Shilluk, some 
forming what scientista call the “Nilotic” group, 
others, such as the redoubtable A-Zandeh or 
Niam Niam, more akin to the brown races of 
the Congo forest, and others, such as the 
Latuka and Bari, related and not so distantly 
related to the Masai of Rast Africa and their 
kindred tribes. A variety of dialects and lan- 
guages, not all of which have received the 
attention of scientific philologists, are spoken 
by these peoples’: their manners and customs, 
however strange and repulsive, have a fascinat- 
ing interest to the student; and their religion 
and their folk-lore, their tribal ceremonies, and 
their festal dances should all be recorded 
before it is too late. We are ready to admit 
that these are by no means dying races ; they 
are, on the contrary, vigorous and prolific 
enongh, but the very settlement of the Sudan, 
the introduction of law and order, the end of 
raiding and slave—hanting are certain, in time, 
to efface the differences in customs and institu- 
tions that centuries of strife and seclusion 
have brought about. 

We do not regret that this should be so. It 
is no doubt an excellent thing for a Dinka to 
become a Moslem, learn some Arabic, avoid 
intoxicants and tribal corroborees, lose some 
of his belief in witchcraft, and make an 
honest living. But before the tribe fol- 
lows the example of our hypothetical Dinka, 
let every fact of the least importance concern- 
ing its manners and customs, its traditions and 
its ritual, be preserved. There can be little 
doubt that the spread of the Pax Britannica in 
the Sudan will be accompanied by an extension 
of the domain of the Arabic langaage and, 
very probably, by the advance of Islam, which, 
whether spread by peaceful means or by the 
sword, has a strange attraction for the black 
races. Even among the outlying tribes, foreign 
inflaenoes will effect their beliets and even 
their traditions—have not German scientists 
recorded their horror when Papuans, who had 
been to mission schools before reverting to 
cannibalism in the bush, mingled with their 
mythology tales of Lot's wife and the Garden of 
Eden—trade goods will replace articles mana- 
factured by the tribe: the more barbarous 
or licentious elements in their rites will be 
jealously concealed and if they do not gradually 
die out, will be greatly toned down and slowly 
effaced, to the greatadvantage of morals and 
the ill-concealed chagrin of inquiring scientists, 
And among savages, be it remembered, these 
changes operate very rapidly.

M. Cledat, who diecovered sach important 
Coptic frescoes at Baouit in Upper Egyp*, 
has been excavating at Tell e!-Herr, 18 kilo 
fnetres south-west of the site of ancient Pe 
lnsium, between the latter place and the 
Snez Canal. There he has found several 
Jewish coins, of a type already koown, bearing 
the insoription “Year 1V. of the independence 
of Zion,” a text probably to be referred to the 
era of the Maccabees, though it is just 
possible it alludes to the Jewish revolt of 
65 A.D. The significance of the provénance 
of these coins consists in the proof it affords 
that the suggested site of Tell el-Hoerr for the 
Migdol associated as a residence of the Jews 
with Tahpanhes and Memphis by Jeremiab, 
who instanced these three sites as the chief 
qoarters of his compatriots in Egypt, is 
now confirmed. 

This Migdol, or Magdoloa, on the road 
to Syria from present Port Said, was quite 
familiar to the classics. Hecateus of Miletus 
as quoted by Stephen of Byzantium, speaks 
of Magdolos near Pelusium. Other ancient 
authors, such as Herodotus, mention the town, 
and finally the ‘Antonine Itinerary” reads 
“A Serapia Peluso mpn LX. Thaubasis VIII 
Sile XXVIIL. Magdolo XI. Pelusio-XI1"’ This 
word Migdol means a watch tower and is 
therefore quite a common town or village 
title in Semitic countries just as Ephyra 
was in Greek lands.

in fact was common in Egypt in Ptolemaic times 
ms ifthe old Egyptian towns, as is almost 
certain, Ma-k-to-ra and Ma-k-ti-ra embody the 
word it was Egyptianised mach earlier. We 
know that before the exodus there was a 
Migdol in Egypt, becanse a Tel el Amarna 
tablet text reads “Behold Acco is like 
“ Migdol in Egypt and let not the King 
“ permit (the enemy) to occupy the City.” 
Probably meaning it was an important frontier 
fortress and so must be retained. 

These Syrian dispstch tablets mention two 
Palestine or Syrian Migdol towns. 

Brugsch Pasha quotes a text of an Amen- 
ophis which reads “From Migdol (} Samut) 
as far as Sene on the frontier land of Kush.” 
This must have been an annalistic formala 
known to Ezekiel, for he writes “from Migdol 
to Seveneh” “even unto the border of Kush.” 
lt corresponded to the phrase “from the 
Himalayas to Cape Comorin,” meaning the 
whole of the country possessed by Pharaonic 
power, or all “Egypt proper.” 

‘The date at which the Semitic “Migdol” be- 
came imported into the Egyptian vocabulary 
is oncertain, but we have a very ancient 
papyrus, the author of the text of which 
bitterly complains that young Egypt thinks it 
chic to use numbers of Semitic words defiling 
their mother tongue with alien sounds. Until 
we know better it is fashionable to account 
for all Semiticisms of language or culture 
in the Nile valley as coming to Egypt at 
the era of the Hykshos, or Shepherd Kings, 
who reigned in the Delts. The Magdolas the 
papyri locate in Middle and Upper Egypt 
are however beyond the range of Hykshos 
sovereignty. Semitic captives were however at 
some period ot her long history located in 
almost every Egyptian nome and might have 
given the name of Migdol to any watch 
tower to guard their crops from Ethiopian or 
Libyan freebooters.

PITH OF THE PRESS COMMENTS. 


PEACE PROSPECTS. 
“TIMEs.”” 

It is announced from St. Petersburg that M. 
Witte has been definitively appointed, in the 
place of M. Murayief, as the first Rnssian 
plenipotentiary at the approaching peace con- 
ference, and that a notification to this effect 
has been sent to the Government of Washing- 
ton. The news is of considerable significance, 
if it be correct, bat it will be seen from the 
telegram of a St. Petersburg Correspondent, 
that reports were current in the Russian 
capital yesterday to the effect that M. Witte 
was hesitating whether he would, or would not, 
accept the office. If he decides to go, it may 
be inferred with some confidence, that he has 
satisfied himself the negotiations are not a 
sham. A statesman of his resolute character 
will scarcely consent to compromise his repnta- 
tion and his fatare by acting as the tool of the 
war party in an idle effort to dupe the Japan- 
ese and to hoodwink Europe. If he crosses the 
Atlantic, it will be with the resolution to make 
peace on any reasonable terms which Japan 
may imand. He is tov clear-sighted to be 
under any illusions as to what the character of 
those terms mast be, and too courageous to 
pretend to sbare vain hopes which he despises 
for the sake of winning favor with men weaker 
than himself. 

“Day News.” 

It is good news that M. Witte has been ap- 
pointed to act for Russia in the coming peace 
negotiations at Washington. The fact is sig- 
nificant of real intention to arrive ata settle- 
ment. M. Maravieff’s resignation and the sub 
stitution of so pacific a personality as the 
former Minister of Finance is not a mere 
change in personnel. It is a change in policy. 
M. Witte fell because he was all for the peace- 
fal penetration of the Far East and all against 
the swashbuckling enterprises of Aleixieff. His 
translation to the presidency of the Council 
was proof that the bellicose party had won. 
His retarn to influence is the best guarantee 
of the future. He will go to Washington with 
the fallest power, and with authority to make 
peace if any possible terms are offered. 

“GLoBE.” 

Happily, M. Witte has shown before now 
that he is not afraid to face the oligarchy when- 
ever the highest interests of Russia are at 
stake. His former control ot the finances 
was not less masterful than capable, and it 
was not until the Tsar weakly sacrificed him 
to the Grand Ducal “ring” that he gave up hie 
post. He may be depended on, therefore, to 
stipulate for a large measure of freedom should 
he consent to act as plenipotentiary ; and from 
what is known of his prepossesions,. that eman- 
cipation from bureaucratic wire-pulling should 
eonnt for peace. 

“WesTMinsTKR GAZETTE.” 

It looks as if‘ real advance towards peace had 
been made by the substitution of M. Witte for 
M. Maravieff as Russian Peace Conference 
plenipotentiary. M. Witte bas already made 
publio his view that peace can only come as the 
result of serious concessions by Russia. The 
fact that after this expression of view he ie 
chosen would seem to indicate that the Tsar is 
at last alive to the position in which Ruasis 

_ finds herself. M. Witte’s task will, no doubt, 
beall the more delicate becanse he is known 
to be in favor of peace ; but we can only wel- 
come a step which tends towards ending the 
war. For the rest, Russia is still trying to get 
China admitted to the Peace Conference—a 
move which, if it is obvious, seems as clearly 
to us not to be justifiable. 

“Novor VREMIA.” 

The “Novoe Vremya” points out that while 
M. Witte was a resolute opponent of the war and 
an ardent advocate of an understanding with 
Japan, he has never been in favor of a humilia- 
ting peace entailing territorial concessions and 
the payment of an indemnity. “Japan should 
realise,” the journal remarks, “that to propose 


homilating conditions toa man such as M. 
Witte would mean the continuation of the war 
atany cost.... 


“CoLoGNE Gazerrs.” 
The principal significance of M. Witte's 
appointment as first Plenipotentiary at the 
eace Conference manifes y lies in the fact 
that itdoes away with the suspicion that 
Russia is not entering upon the peace nego- 
tiations with serious intentions, inasmuch as 
M. Witte’s well-known views on the question 
of the war would render it impossible for hia 
to accept the position of Fienipetentary wert 
he not convinced of being able to bring the 
negotiations to a practical conclusion. 
TSAR AND THE NAVY. 
“STANDARD.” 

It is impossible not.to admire the courage 
displayed ty the Tsar in the Resoript issued 
yesterday to his new Minister of Marine, Fo: 
the moment the office bestowed on Admiral 
Birileff may seem to bea painful sinecure. Te 
effective portions of the Pacific and Baltix 
equations have been destroyed or captured, 
while the vessels of the Euxine fleet are in » 
state of sedition so thinly veiled that Admira 
Kruger dared not order them to fire upon the 
mutineers of the Potemkin. It was, indeed, »

Admiral Birileff will have no simple task in 
restoring the spirit ot discipline. This, how 
ever, may not be beyond the powers of a good 
sailor if he combines a rigid sense of justice 
with a capacity for appreciating the awkward 
facts of a very dangerous situation, 
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A NOTABLE INVENTUR. 


THE JAPANESE EXPLOSIVE 

Gian Shimonosé a name enthusiastically 
repeated throughout Japan at this moment, 
is that ofthe inventor of the explosive known 
as the “Shimonose powder," which helped 
to destroy the Baltic Flect ata six mile range 
as rapidly as if it had been nothing more 
terrible than a lot of toy boats. At the be 
ginning of the war rumours were tife as to 
the efficacy of this remarkable explosive ; 
that efficacy is now confirmed beyond dis- 
pate. Admiral Togo’s recent reports dispel 
any shadow of a doubt that might have existed 
in the matter. 

Gian Shimonosé was born forty-seven } ears 
ago of poor parents residing in the province 
of Hiroshima. At that time there were no 
railways in Japan, nor was there any regular 
steamboat traflic by which the various points 
of the island could inter-communicate ; never 
theless, young Shimonos:, impelled by his 
longing to acquire knowledge, started for the 
capital on foot, the distance between Liro- 
shima aud Tokio being 740 kilometres. His 
scientific knowledge was sulli neutly advanced 
to enable him to passa successiul examina 
tion entitling him to admission in the Im- 
perial University. At the time he was so 
short of funds that to keep body and soul 
together he was glad to find employment 
during spare hours at a weekly wage of 
about ten shillings of our money. Later 
on he obtained more remunerauve employ- 
ment at the Imperial Library ; and then it 
was that he turned his attention to inven- 
tions. After numerous experiments, he suc- 
ceeded in making the special kind of ink 
now in use in Japan for the mannfacture of 
bank-notes, the forging or altering of which 
it is said is impossible. 

At the Imperial Library he met army and 
naval officers, who in conversation induced 
him to study the explosives in use in the lead- 
ing European countries. He quickly discovered 
that smokeless powders have many defects, 
especially that then in use in Japan which, 
when it was very dry, became dangerous 
to handle, or when it was damp became 
useless. ‘I'he Japanese Government, being dis- 
satisfied with that explosive, turned its atten- 
tion to the stady of the French “mélinite,” 
the English “cordite,” the German “loplite,” 
and the American “moshlite,” while Dr. 
Shimonosé —- he had then obtained his 
degree—pointing to defects in all of these, 
resolved to make every effurt to discover 
a new powder which should be the most 
effective possible. it appears that he has 
succeeded, after eleven years of assidaous 
research. During his experiments he on several 
occasions risked losing bis life. He was near.y 
blinded by an explosion, bis hands were fear- 
fully barned ; but no danger could taro him 
from the object he had in view , and when at 
last he succeeded in producing the now far 
famed “Shimonos¢ powder’ he modestly offer- 
ed it to his Government. It is the most power- 
fulexplosive kaowa. The Japanese Admiralty 
put it to the test as follows :—T'hey built a 
tower of oak beams 24 feet high and 10 feet 
square, against which a shell filled with that 
explosive was fired. The effect was terrific ; 
not only was the tower completely knocked 
over, but the enormous oak beams were lite- 
rally pulverised ; therefore one can easily 
understand how it was that the Japanese shells 
made such havoc among the Russian ironclada, 
tearing big holes in their hulls, through which 
the sea poured in torrents, and spreading 
death far and near among the crews. The dead- 
ly effect of the “Shimonos:” was first expe- 
rienced by the sailors on board the “Varyag” 
in the Bay of Chemulpho. 

Doctor Wada, Surgeon-in-Chief of the Ja- 
panese Navy, who attended twenty-four wound- 
ed Russian sailors, publishes singular details 
in regard to the matter in question. ‘These 
wounded men were absolutely riddled with 
splinters of shells; one man alone was 
struck by 520 of them not much bigger than 
tin-tacks and others not mach larger than 
a pin’s head, It is only an explosive of excep- 
tional -power which could burst into such 
émall fragments a weighty projectile. 

Doetor Shimonoeé, questioned with regard 
to the terribly destructive effects produced 
‘by this explosiveon the Rnssian ironclads, 
gives the following explanation :—'‘Hitherto 
it was the fragments of the shell itself! which 
were relied on to create havoc, eitherin kill- 
ing or destroying obstacles, the action of the 
explosive being simply to burst the shell and 
spread its fragments ; but now it is the explo- 
sive which canses terrible havoc by the im- 
petus it gives to the projectile as it bursts 
into countless atoms, spreading death far and 
wide.” 

Doctor Shimonosi, who has done so mach 
towards helping his countrymen in their suc- 
cessfal struggle against their enemy, is mar- 
ried, and has a son and daughter. He says

AKMY AND NAVY. 


(From otk CORRESPUNDENT. ) 


London, July 13, 
Orders have been given for the preparation 
of drafts of Royal Garrison Artillery for Egypt, 
Singapore, Hong-Kong, and Mauritius. These 
drafts will embark in the early autumn. 


No. 4 Monntain Battery, which recently 
returned from Egypt to Newport, has been 
formally disbanded. ‘I'he rank and file will be 
distributed amongst garrison companies. The 
battery was formed in 1820 for the service ot 
the East India Company’s army. It served in 
the Punjab Campaign, 1848-49, the Indian 
Mutiny, and the late Boer War. The mountain 
batteries now in existence are Nos. 1, 3, and 
9, Quetta ; Nos. 2 and 7, Jutogh ; Nos. 5, 6, 
and 8, Rawal Pindi, 

Lientenant-Colonel the Hon. Everard Baring, 
C.V.U., 10th Hussars, late Military Secretary 
tothe Indian Viceroy, and formerly of the 
Khedive’s Army, has retired from the army. 
He was appointed to the 1Uth in 1884, reached 
field rank in 1900, and was promoted brevet 
lieutenant colonel in January, 1903. His 
active service experience included the Sudan 
campaign, 1897-98, including the actions of 
Atbara and Khartoum, and the subsequent 
operations (medal with three clasps, twice 
mentioned in despatches, and brevet majority).

OUR LONDON LETTER.

London, July 14. 

The fraternising of one sailors with the 
Froneh st bi st must ica stirring memories 
to those still living who fought side by side 
with the Frencl in the Crimea. Friendshipe 
were formed which no subsequent misunder 
standings between the two nations obliterated. 
What became of Sir Edmund Hope Verney’s 
French middy friend ? one wonders, They used 
to meet and get into scrapes together when 
they were not fighting the Russians. One day 
they should have met, but Sir Bdmond-wasin 
his ruperiors’ black books when the time of the 
appointment arrived. When he did again meet 
his littl, P LL cham, however, he decided to 
faco it ont. “Hullo,” he said, with a bow at a 
venture ; how was it you didn't meet me as we 
had arranged ?” The other looked confused, a8 
he replied, “I was put in the sand-tank for 
punishment.” “Never mind,” said Sir Edmund 
soothingly, “I did not come myself,as my leave 
was stopped.” “Ab !” the other sighed, “mid- 
shipman a poor ting in my contree.” 


According to a Frenchman of insight and 
intelligence, whose views are passed on by 
the correspondent of the “Standard,” the 
extreme cordiality of the Brest festivities owes 
everything to “les officiers les plus jeunes.” It 
is all very weli for Admiral May to propose 
toasts in the most courtly and eloquent of 
phrases, in the most Gallic French, and 
with the purest of Parisian accents, but 
between the Admiral and the midshipman is a 
gap where shyness and a lack of French go 
hand in hand. To the sub, and the middy, 
however, nothing is impossible, not even the 
highly irregular French verbs. They rush at 
the French tongue with the same dash and 
conrage as they would use to board an enemy's 
battleship, and the French tongue strike; its 
colours to them. So all is friendship and plea- 
aant cordiality—grdce aur officiers les plus 
jeunes. ‘Theirs bas been a complete and blood 
fess tory. None of oar fellows have sne 
combed to a participle, or been shattered by 
ap accent. Only the genders have worked 
havoc—and that of the pleasantest kind. As 
for the enemy, not even a British middy can 
permanently spoil the beauty of the French 
tongoe, and even the entente will not move 
the Academy to rearrange the verbs in accor- 
dance with British naval ideas. 

The K. g's visit to the North puts the

ties in Manchester, Liverpool, Leeds, and 
Shetheld ; and there is room for all of them. 
The new development of the Ship Canal en- 
terprise, pened by his Majesty to-day, is no 
less striking as an example of the municipal 
spirit. In this case it is perfectly true that what 
Lancashire thought yesterday England thinks 
to-day. The Ship Canal, once derided, bas so 
far proved its usefulness to Manchester com- 
merce that it has now become a «uestion of 
extending its facilitices The few years of trial 
have proved, at all events, that the fature 
prosperity of Manchester is bound up with the 
atd it is pleasant to find that the 
<iganlie euterprise, which involved so heavy a 
tvk fur the ratepayers of Manchester, has 
already justified itself. , 


Ship Canal 


Deaths from the heat are reported from 
various parts of the country. In West Mid 
dlesex ten cases of suicide have occurred in 
nine days, and the coroner believes them to be 
due to the electrical conditicn of the at. 
mosphere. No doubt he is right. It would be 
interesting, however, to know how far these 
and otber victims of the weather have con 
duced to their end by lack of thought. The 
clothing worn by many Englishmen in these 
days is as ill adapted to the conditions as any- 
thing conld be. The very sight ofa silk bat 
and frock coat is almost enongh to make one 
faint, yet men go on wearing them, often not 
because they are obliged, but because they 
will not take the trouble to change a fixed 
babit. Among those who do resist the oppres- 
-ion by donning suits of light serge or flannel, 
bow few think of leaving their waistcoats at 
home! As for the working-man, he never 
dreams of buying a thin suit. Thick cloth is 
the only wear for him. Women are rather 
wiser. Their low-necked blouses, so often con- 
dempned in colder weather, look quite a sen- 
sible concession to summer. But in other 
respects they are 6s foolish asmen. Both need 
acourse of education in arming themselves 
against the rays of the son, and the irtluence 
of the “electric atmosphere,” 

We do not know whether the weighty letters 
fiom Bishops of the Church and leaders ot 
the Free Church community which have 
appeared in the “Times” will have more 
effect in persuading the Government not to 
drop the Unemployed Bill than the drenched 
and dripping demonstration in Hyde Park.

back up, but failure to push this Bill through 
will be doubly disastrous, It will leave us, 
when next winter and its distreas are upon 
us, 88 defenceless as we were before, and with- 
out even the meagre satisfaction of knowing 
that we have done our best to find a reason- 
able remedy for an admitted evil. It will also 
discredit the Government more than most of 
their blunders have done. We shall be reluc- 
tantly forced to the conclusion that they were 
not in earnest over Mr. Long’s reasonable and 
courageous proposals, and that the very large 
number of gentlemen who voted for the Bill 
at fits second reading only did so because it 
seemed easy to do the popular thing without 
much chance of any practical result of their 
action. 

Mr, Arnold-Forster, in the recent and fool- 
ish circular to officers commanding Volunteer 
battalions, came down like a wolf on the fold. 
But the shepherds were awake, so he has now 
assumed the clothing of the sheep. The 
“amended” circnlar is a harmless document 
Purged of its offence on the lines suggested by 
the “Standard,” it is rather vexatious and on 
necessary than actually obnoxious.

Yet (to adopt touch of Butler report phrase- 
ology) always in the back-ground is the grim, 
mysterious shadow o! the Secretary for War's 
pronounced and destructive ideals. So we 
hope he may be pinned down in debate to-day 
to a definite pledge that will relieve the coun- 
try of the anxiety caused by his extraordinary 
antics, 


The plain and uncompromising attitude 
adopted by Mr. Balfour in regard to a danger 
said to be threatening our coal supplies will be 
heartily welcomed, we imagine, by every Eng 
lishman, irrespective of party. The ramour is 
that a foreign syndicate has been formed to 
buy up certain considerable portions of the 
South Wales coalfields. Our coal is a great, 
perhaps the greatest, factor of our national 
wealth and posperity—and, as Mr. Balfour 
put it, the coalfields form “the unique sources 
of our naval mobility.” That they should be 
allowed to pass, in whole or in part, into 
foreign hands would be nothing short of a 
national calamity. But the calamity is not 
going to happen. “So unexampled a proceeding 
would unquestionably require exceptional 
treatment” are the Premier's atrong and de- 
termined words. It is impossible for anyone to 
mistake their meaning, and the assurance they 
contain will be received with general satis- 
faction. 


The Lord Mayor has opened a fund at the 
Mansion House tor the relief of the widows, 
orphans, and dependent relatives of the 120 
miners killed in the Rhondda Valley disaster. 
He says truly that the calamity is one of the 
most distressing which has ever arisen, and we 
trast he will be assured in his confidence that 
the penevolent public will welcome an oppor- 
tunity of expressing, promptly and liberally, 
their sympathy with the sufferers. Oftentimes 
pecuniary help is of no avail in mitigating af. 
fliction. Here is a case in which, while it cannot 


replace the bread-winners,it may be the means 
of removing or alleviating the material wretch- 
edness otherwise an inevitable consequence of 
their death. [t is 8 case in which every Rnglish- 
man bears some sort oi responsibility. For those 
colliers died in the practical service of their 
country, and those they have left behind them 
are as deserving of their country's aid as if 
they were dependents of soldiers dead on 
active service. I'he response to the Lord 
Mayor's appeal should be hearty and imme- 
diate, ard the fund shoald beat record. 


It looks as if surprise were in store for 
London in the matter of those fifty American 
Beanties, who seem, somehow, to have eluded 
(or destroyed) the fifty chaperones who were 
to have guided their steps through the pitfalls 
of the Metroyolis. The kind of American girl 
with whom this coun’ has hitherto had 
acquaintance is the New York or Illinois type, 
in other words, the davghter of the trust 
magrate and the pork packer. ‘To us she has 
been known mainly as the Gibson girl, ma- 
tore, dignified, ard stately, and well equipped 
for her natural mission of wearing British 
coronets and replenishing degaying aristu- 
cracy. But the respectful Londoner who hangs 
abont the doors cf the Hotel Cevil in the hope 
of recognising the invaders by their Olympian 
haoghtiness will probably ba disappointed. 
‘These dumsels, be it remembered, represent 
not the developed onlture of Chicago, but the 
unrophistication of Kentucky and Ohio, which 
explains why they are described as ‘sturdy 
young women,” with “plomp, rosy cheeks.” 
“Plomp” is the disillusioning, the shattering, 
adjective. We must make haste to revise our 
ideal of the American girl, in reepect both oi 
longitude and latitude. Nevertheless, we re 
main their humble and obedient servants, and 
wish them a pleasant time. We hasten, indeed, 
to weloome them with open arms, rememberit 
that is permitted to the nation which is forbid- 
den to the individual men,
